REPORT FROM THE PRESIDENT 


ee ee 


I wish to report activities relative to Customs Regulation 13A since 
I wrote in the February News Bulletin. 


On 3rd February I wrote to Chairman, CAMD, apprising him of the AGM 
resolution and the four principles that the Society wished to see 
recognised in implementing the Regulation, and suggested that we have a 
preliminary discussion on ways in which these principles could be 
incorporated in guidelines. He replied on 18th February that my comments 
had been forwarded to other members of the Committee of CAMD which was 
looking into this matter, and that he would contact me to discuss it as 
soon as he had their replies. Hearing no more, I phoned him on 10th 
March, when he indicated that his Committee felt they could not comment 
further until they saw AES counterproposals for guidelines. 


On 2lst March I met a group of advisors and we drew up AES draft 
amendment of Schedule 12 and Guidelines dated 21.3.75, which we felt 
would meet the interests of Australian entomology. On 26th March I sent 
these to Chairman, CAMD, saying I hoped they would at least provide a 
firm basis for further discussion. I stated that the Society regarded 
resolution of the matter as urgent and that, allowing for possible delay 
due to his absence overseas during May and early June, the Executive felt 
that, if substantial progress had not been made in negotiations with with 
CAMD by the end of June, the Society should then be free to consider 
other approaches to resolve the matter. He replied on 14th April that 
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copies of AES Guidelines had been forwarded to members of his Committee, 
and that AES would be approached for discussions as soon as replies had 
been received. 


On 9th June I wrote reminding Chairman, CAMD, that I must report to 
the Executive at the end of June on progress in our negotiations. He 
phoned me on 12th June and we met on 23rd June, at which time he gave me 
draft Guidelines dated 25.4.75, which had been drawn up by the CAMD 
Committee. Copies of these (which did not recognise the principles 
desired by AES), together with an account of our discussion, were sent to 
the Executive and other advisors. After receiving their comments, I 
again met Chairman, CAMD, on 16th July. I pointed out that AES could not 
accept Guidelines that failed to recognise our four stated principles. 

He replied that CAMD felt they could only recommend Guidelines that were 
consistent with their original submission requesting the legislation, 
which AES Guidelines were not. We both agreed that there are some points 
on which the views of CAMD and AES are irreconcilable at the present time 
and that it would be fruitless to continue our negotiations. 


There have been other concurrent activities. In February the 
President, Australian Academy of Science, and the Secretary, Department 
Of Science, were given short accounts of the actions taken by AES, of the 
decisions reached at and following the AGM, and of my letter to Chairman, 
CAMD; these letters were duly acknowledged. I wrote on 4th February and 
9th June to the President, Australian Society for Parasitology, regarding 
AES actions, and received replies reiterating that Society's support for 
AES. On 27th February the President, Linnean Society of N.S.W., was 
informed of the AGM resolution and the principles AES wished to see 
recognised in guidelines. On 23rd March AES draft Guidelines of 21.3.75 
were sent to advisors for comments by themselves and others interested 
and I received prompt and constructive replies. 


While most consultation has been by correspondence, there were 
opportunities for discussions in Brisbane, Sydney, Canberra and 
Melbourne. I have called on different members at different times for 
advice, and the strength and generosity of their support are measures of 
the strength and resources of our Society.

ENTOMOLOGICAL NEWS AROUND AUSTRALIA

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


Dr. John Majer of the Western Australian Institute of Technology is 
following his previous studies of ant ecology on West African Cocoa farms 
with studies on the relationships between ant species and the Jarrah leaf 
miner. Previously CSIRO has found that ants are a limiting factor on 
leaf miner populations, mainly because of predation at the pupating stage. 
The effects of cool and intensive burns in forest areas is being looked 
at to see if burning changes the bases of the ants' ecology. 


Dr. P.J. Greenslade visited many of the research institutes in W.A., 
and talked on ants in arid zones. 


Mr. Dennis Thiele has commenced postgraduate work in the University 
of Western Australia on acoustic spacing problems in some members of the 
Tettigonioidea. John Sandow, also of the Department of Zoology, 
University of Western Australia, has started an intensive study of 
Mygalopsts paupureum (Tettigonioidea) in relation to species-isolating 
acoustic mechanisms. Members of the department have concluded some 
interesting acoustic studies on the well-worked Teleogryllus oceantcus, 
shedding a stimulating light on certain orientation mechanisms. 


Mr. Rob Whelan is working on the role of grazing in plant succession 
after fire in Jarrah woodlands. Among the most interesting insect grazers 
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are species of Gontaea (Orthoptera). 


Dr. Stefan Neser of the Plant Protection Research Institute of 
Pretoria has returned to W.A. to collect more insects used in the control 
of dune acacias in South Africa. His first releases had rather 
disappointing results due to exceptionally bad field conditions after 
release. He is at present with Dr. Mike Van den Berg in Albany. 


Dr. Henry Howden has arrived from Canada to continue his studies on 
Geotrupidae (Coleoptera). 


Alec Mahon left in mid-July on a private visit to Rhodesia and South 
Africa. In Rhodesia he will meet his son, Rod Mahon, who is based in 
Salisbury and engaged in research on mosquitoes. In South Africa he will 
call on the CSIRO Dung Beetle Unit in Pretoria, and visit workers at 
other centres connected with dung beetles and with weed control. 


Dr. K. Ratnasingham of Sri Lanka is to spend some months in Western 
Australia studying mites and certain Diptera. 


Mr. John Moulden has joined the staff of the Department of 
Agriculture from the Waite Institute, to continue his work on stored 
product pests. 


Dr. Uther Baker collected three specimens of the South African 
weevil Phlyctinus callosus Boheman in Albany. This species has been 
recorded in S.A., N.S.W. and recently in Tasmania. It is similar in 
habit to the pest species of Ottorhynchus.

AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY: 


Bob Taylor of the CSIRO Division of Entomology has been seconded to 
the Department of Science and Consumer Affairs. While there he will 
carry out a survey on the human resource in Australian taxonomy for the 
Interim Council for Biological Resources Studies. This survey, with 
others on the Institutional resource, which is being conducted by the 
Council's director, Dr. David Ride, and on the financial resource, will 
be considered by the Council in submitting a report to the Minister for 
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Science as requested earlier by the Australian Government. This report 
is to advise the Minister on conduct in the longer term of taxonomic and 
ecological studies in Australia and on the housing, maintenance, and 
display of National biological collections. 


Twenty participants from 16 countries of Africa and Asia are 
attending an International Training Course in the Preservation of Stored 
Cereals which has been arranged by the Australian Development Assistance 
Agency. The Course commenced on 18th June and runs until 12th September. 
Until lst August the participants are based in Canberra attending courses 
of instruction conducted at CSIRO Division of Entomology. Further parts 
of the course will be conducted in Queensland, Western Australia, and 
South Australia. 


Two recent arrivals in the Division are Dr. Moshe Calderon and 
Dr. David Briese. Dr. Calderon is from the Stored Products Division of 
the Agricultural Research Organization, Israel and is spending 12 months 
in the Stored Grain Research Laboratory studying the effects of carbon 
monoxide on insects. Dr. Briese has joined the Orchard Pests Group from 
the Australian Department of Agriculture. He will be participating in 
studies on the Light Brown Apple Moth. 


Max Whitten attended in July a meeting in Vienna which had been 
arranged by the FAO/IAEA Expert Advisory Group on the Genetic Control of 
Insect Pests.

Norzthern New South Wales 


A new $51,000 laboratory complex has recently been finished at 
Tamworth for the Department of Agriculture. The laboratory will be used 
for research into entomological problems associated with summer cropping 
in the north-west of the State.

ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF VICTORIA: 


Three meetings have been held so far this year on the usual bi- 
monthly basis. These have included most interesting talks by Dr. Tim New 
of La Trobe University on his work on"“lacewings as biological control 
agents", and by Nigel Quick on "Data collection and grid mapping". The 
last meeting, in June, was the 1975 AGM, and was followed by a selection 
of CSIRO entomological films. Future meetings will include a 
demonstration night by Kodak to cover natural history and close-up 
photography. 


The AGM re-elected David Crosby as President and also Representative 
Councillor to the A.E.S. with J.C. (Zooie) Le Souef and W.N.B. Quick as 


Vice-Presidents. 
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Field excursions were held to Yarra Junction and Mt. Donna Buang, 
and were reasonably successful from the collecting point of view. 


An educational excursion in June to LaTrobe University to view the 
entomological projects in the Zoology Department was voted.a great 
success by the 40-odd participants. Similar activities will take place 
later in the year, it is hoped. 


Other activities included liaison with the Land Conservation Council 
regarding its surveys and reports, CORSE WCE SESS display nights, 
with a major display on July 18th. 


For some time the Society has been considering the compilation of a 
distribution data pool, principally for Victorian insects. It has been 
decided to base thiS on a grid reference system compatible with that now 
generally accepted by botanists, involving 10' x10’ grids on the national 
R502 series of 250,000:1 maps. The references will be by four cyphers 
(two letters and two numerals) to designate any one of the 54 areas in 
each of the 1° lat. x1.5° long. maps covering the whole of Australia. A 
list of direct conversions from grid reference by cypher to latitude/ 
longitude plot is being drawn up. 


A hand book explaining the operation of the system is,in preparation, 
and will be available from the co-ordinator, Nigel Quick, in due course. 
In the meantime a list of codes for habitat description is being 
circulated for comment, and initial supplies of the two basic data record 
cards are being printed. These are the "single species" card for~ 
recording data in existing collections, and the “field survey" card for 
recording the more comprehensive information from actual collectors. 


All insect orders together with the families in each order have been 
fully coded in alphabetical order (with provision for subsequent 
alterations and additions) based on the 1974 supplement to the "Insects 
of Australia". 

It is hoped that all entomologists will, in due course, assist in 
building up this data pool.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


PEFR PPP PPP PPP 


I have followed with interest the comments and correspondence, which 
have appeared in the News Bulletin recently, concerning the export and 
import of insects in Papua New Guinea. Mr. Johnston has fairly stated the 
facts concerning this. Of equal concern to entomologists, and not 
reported in the Bulletin, is the recent "Guide to Foreign Research Workers 
seeking Research Permits to P.N.G." circulated by the Minister for 
Foreign Relations and Trade. 


Briefly, the guidelines are as follows: 
(1) Research proposals, together with $100 administration fee, must be 
submitted for referral to the Director of P.N.G. Studies. 
(2) Research workers will have to become affiliated to a National 
Institution. 
(3) The presence of research workers must be acceptable to the local 
community. 
(4) Copies of research material must be deposited with the Institute of 
P.N.G. Studies. 

These guidelines concern any visiting foreign scientist wishing to 
do research in P.N.G. 


The ideals behind both sets of proposals - to protect local fauna 
and local communities from exploitation - are commendable. However, I 
cannot help feeling that the effects will be deleterious to the country 
as a whole. I know many entomologists in P.N.G. were demoralized when 
the extent of the import/export laws were known, and scientific 
acquaintances abroad have been amazed and appalled when told of the 
bureaucracy involved with doing research in P.N.G., and have been 
deterred from pursuing research interests here.

The following is the text of a letter sent by Mr. Douglas to the 
Minister for Fisheries and Wildlife in Western Australia, a copy of which 
was forwarded to the Society:- 


At present there is considerable argument concerning the proposed 
wood-chip project, but there is one aspect which has been totally ignored 
by the emotional critics and environmental bodies which is of vital 
national and scientific value. 


The forest areas of the South West have not been surveyed or worked 
biologically as regards the population or even the existence of 
invertebrate organisms and the vital part they play in the continuity of 
an environment. 


Insects and other invertebrates play an essential part in the 
stabilisation of an environment. One example is the fertilisation of 
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flora. After clearing operations, viable seeds may remain dormant for 
many years and when conditions are satisfactory, regeneration may 

automatically occur. However, unless the fertilising agents are still 
in existence when the reservoir of ungerminated seeds no longer exists, 
the plants join the many others now extinct through man's interference. 


There is no institution with ‘a satisfactorily complete collection of 
South West invertebrate fauna. The Western Australian Museum, the 
Agricultural Entomology Department, the Australian National Insect 
Collection all have poor collections with many species named from unique 
specimens. No one has ever attempted to study the South West invertebrate 
fauna in detail. 


Mammals, birds, flowers, trees may have been studied, but the 
invertebrate fauna definitely not. 


In November 1973 I wrote to The West Australtan drawing attention to 
the fact that entomologists were never part of survey teams. This letter 
was reprinted in the Australian Entomological News Bulletin and as a 
result I believe that for the first time in Western Australia two 
entomologists accompanied a survey (Prince Regent River). Two 
entomologists will be part of the approaching Drysdale River survey. 


Invertebrates live 365 days a year and all stages of their life 
are important. Invertebrates also play a great part in salt retention 
and disposal, something that appears to have been by-passed in previous 
studies. 


The utilisation of natural products will always be part of our way 
of life, but unless all aspects of the industrial effect are known, 
emotional argument is not reasonable. 


As well as the proposed wood-chip project, forestry, agricultural 
pursuits in general, and even conservation in ignorance can do nothing 
but harm to the forest areas unless we know and understand the inter- 
dependencies of ALL living things in the area. 


By study of an area I do not mean a happy little jaunt in the 
sunshine - I mean continued work over the seasons for, after all, 
animals live 365 days each year.

ENTOMOLOGY AND THE SCHOOL 
PRP LLR LLLP LL LL LLL LL PDD DD 


In 1974 a school in Adelaide (St.Ignatius College, Norwood success- 
fully made application to the Commonwealth Schools Commission Innovations 
Program for a $2,000 grant. The object was to set up a Junior Science 
Unit especially for upper primary grades. The main equipment purchased 
with the grant consisted of 4 binocular entomological microscopes, 
transformers, collecting and mounting gear, 4 copies of "The Insects of 
Australia" (CSIRO), etc. 


Children are, almost without exception, born collectors and keen 
naturalists. Some relatively serious follow-up work in the form of 
microscopy, mounting, classification, study of behaviour, etc. has proved 
most successful and generates much enthusiasm. It opens up a new world 
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to the pupils and often also to their teachers. 


There is an advantage in having as headmaster a member of the 
Australian Entomological Society.

Members interested in biographies and bibliographies of entomologists 
may be unfamiliar with the quarterly journal, Mosquito Systematies. 
Volumes 4 (1972), 5 (1973), and 6 (1974) contain a number of such papers, 
beginning with K.L. Knight's "History of mosquito systematics. Part I. 
Eighteenth century" (4(1): 10-15). Knight's "History of mosquito taxonomy 
in the United States of America" (6(2): 113-120) discusses nineteenth 
century taxonomists and lists those active in the twentieth century. 
Comments quoted in that paper stimulated C.W. Sabrosky to write "In 
defense of Robineau-Desvoidy" (6(3): 220-221). 


K.L. Knight and Ruth B. Pugh have provided an obituary and 
bibliography of F.E. Baisas (6 (1): 74-77) and have contributed a series 
"A bibliography of mosquito writings of..." (or similar title), which 
includes biographical notes. The authors dealt with are F.V. Theobald 
(5(3): 230-234); G.M. Giles, S.P. James and W.G. Liston (5(4): 269-273); 
H.G. Dyar and F. Knab (6(1): 11-26); C.S. Ludlow and D.W. Coquillett 
(6 (3): 214-219); R.C. Shannon (6(4): 267-272). 


Perhaps the article of widest general interest is G.C. Steyskal's 
"On the life and influence of J.W. Meigen" (6(2): 79-88). This is a 
translation of Férster, J.A. (Stettin. Entomol. Ztg. 1846: 66-74; 130- 
140) and partial translation of Macquart, J. (1847; Ann. Soc. Ent. Fr. 
16: 323-334). The editor notes that previously there was no account in 
English of the life of Meigen.

In many University Zoology Departments much work done on insects 
involves rearing of immature stages. Only too often specimens are reared 
and identified, and then the material is thrown away or left on a shelf 
until discarded by the next student to occupy that laboratory! 


Can I make a plea to those who work with insect material, and 
especially those who supervise students doing so, to ldoge material of all 
Stages of the species on which they are working in a Museum collection? 

In this way we shall have material of all stages available for future 
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taxonomic studies - there is more to a species than its adult! Most 
Museum collections are pitifully deficient in this area. 


It should be a normal part of any piece of research to preserve some 
of the appropriate material in a Museum, and students should be made to 
realise its importance so that when they have left their University they 
will continue to deposit material from future projects. The material 
Should be appropriately labelled so that it can subsequently be 
identified as being associated with a particular piece of work, whether 
this is ever published or not.

Sharp cost increases, principally in postage rates, are forcing us 
to change the format of the News Bulletin from February 1976. Two 
alternatives have so far been proposed, both of which would have the typed 
text photographically reduced to about 80% of the present size, which 
reduces page size and hence weight but does not increase printing costs. 
One possibility is to retain the present cover design, but printed on 
lighter paper, and to have the bulletin saddle-stitched (i.e. stapled 
through the centre) instead of stapled sideways as at present. This 
would make a bulletin similar to that currently produced by the Ent. Soc. 
of Queensland. 


The second alternative is to dispense with the covers altogether and 
to produce a "newsletter" type of publication, which would be folded on 
itself, stapled shut, and mailed without an envelope, the back page 
bearing the address label and necessary postal imprints (as is already 
done by many societies for newsletters). This would give the Society a 
further great saving of the cost of printed covers and printed envelopes, 
but would produce a less substantial publication, and although the 
Bulletin is somewhat ephemeral some members do like to keep their copies. 
However, this can be done satisfactorily with a ring binder, and the 
Executive is looking into the possibility of obtaining suitable binders 
at reasonable rates. 


If you have strong views about either format, or further alternative 
suggestions, please communicate them to the Secretary as soon as possible. 
A decision will probably have to be made within a month or so.
